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VB board jailed again for contempt

One of seven members of the Van 
Buren Township Board jailed 
Friday was hospitalized Monday 
afternoon in “poor” condition at a 
suburban hospital. 

Trustee Jerry Maton, 55, was 
placed in the intensive care unit of 
Wayne County General Hospital in 
Westland after spending a day and 
oight with four of his colleagues in 
the Wayne County Jail 

Maton and his colleagues on the 
township board were jailed for the 
second time for refusing to obey 
Circuit Judge Charles Kaufman’s 
order to allow proposed mobile 
home park to connect {o the Yp- 
silanti sewage system 


Last Dec. 28, the entire board 
spent 31 hours in the Wayne County 
Jail on a similar contempt of court 
charge from the same judge 
However, this time around, there 
was a change in the scenario as two 
trustees signed an agreement or- 
dered by Judge Kaufman and were 
released a few hours after their 
confinement Friday. 

Released were Clerk Doreen 
Craven and Treasurer Dorothy 
York. Mrs. Craven cited the intense 
emotional anguish and torment 
caused by the jailing, while Mrs 
York said the incarceration 
aggravated her hypertension 
Meanwhile, Richard G. James, 
township attorney, Monday sought 
relief from the ordered jailing from 
the Michigan Supreme Court and the 
Michigan Court of Appeals Still in 


jail as of present time were Supt. 
Pat Cullin and Trustees Donna Hall, 
Fred Domen and Tom Welty. 

James said the five board 
members still jailed would be 
released from jail should either 
court grant a stay in the legal 
proceedings 

However, late Monday afternoon, 
the Court of Appeals turned down 
the board’s appeal and its fate 
remained in doubt. As of press time, 
nothing had been heard from the 
Supreme Court 

In ordering the township board to 
jail Friday, Judge Kaufman angrily 
denounced the seven trustees as 
“worse than criminals” and for 
“acting above the law.” 

Judge Kaufman gave the board 
and its attorney such a tongue- 
lashing that two state legislators 


who represent the Van Buren 
Township area announced they 
would have him investigated 
Rep Gary Owen (D-Ypsilanti) 
and Sen. William Faust (D- 
Westland ) are drafting a letter to the 
Michigan Judicial Tenure Com- 
mission asking for a. investiation of 
Judge Kaufman’s actions and any 
possible connections with the mobile 
home park developers and their 
attorney 

.As in its refusal last December, 
the township board did not obey the 
judge’s order to allow the sewer 
hookup on the grounds that 
Belleville Lake would be further 
contaminated 

In 1977, the lake was closed due to 
high levels of bacterial pollution 
Judge Kaufman has steadfastly 
ignored the pollution aspect, stating 


that no new evidence could be in 
troduced in the case at this time 
In earlier court hearings, which 
date back to 1970, the pollution 
threat to Belleville Lake was not 
made a part of the case. 

As cited by Sup Pat Cullin and 
other board members, the township 
board never refused the sewer 
connection because they were not 
approached by the developers The 
case began to simmer after the 
developers failed to show up for a 
rezoning hearing and Judge 
Kaufman personally ordered the 
requested zoning on the request 
.After the Court of Appeals ordered 
the township board released in 
December. it directed the 
developers’ attorney to draw up an 
agreement between Van Buren and 
Ypsilanli townships for the sewer 


hookup It further ordered the board 
to hold a special meeting and vote 
for or against the proposal, stating 
that further action from that point 
on would be up to the lower court 
(circuit). 

Last week (Monday ), the township 
board voted unanimously to not sign 
the agreement, after which a roll of 
petitioners containing some 5,000 
signatures was presented to the 
board by Barry Henderson; 
chairman of newly formed com* 
mittee supporting the board and its 
stand on the sewer connection. 

Loud applause greeted the board's * 
decision, but the elation was short- 
lived when all seven trustees were 
ordered to come to court Friday 
morning A few short minutes later, 
they were beng processed for their 
lodging in the county jail.

Citizens lake task force 
to shape pollution policies 


A citizens task force appointed to 
study pollution in the Huron River- 
Ford Lake-Belleville Lake system 
has scheduled a second meeting for 
7:30 p.m. March 12 at Schroder 
Realty offices in Belleville. 

The citizens task force was ap- 
pointed at the urging of Senate 
Majority Leader William Faust (D- 
Westland) and State Rep. Gary 
Owen (D-Ypsilanti,) in an effort to 
shape government policies to 
eliminate pollution in water system 

The nine-member task force was 
formed following the passage of 
legislation sponsored by Faust and 
Owen to secure a $200,000 grant for 
University of Michigan researchers 
to pinpoint the causes of pollution in 
the water system. 


While U of M scientists are 
working on the project — expected 
to be completed sometime after 
September — the citizens task force 
will consider local, state and federal 
government policies which can be 
utilized to revitalize the water 
system 

Roger Copp of Ann Arbor, 
executive director of the Huron 
River Watershed Council, was * 
elected chairman of the citizens’ 
task force at its organizational 
meeting Jan. 30. Other members of 
the task force — appointed by 
Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson, 
Ypsilanti Township Sup. Ron Allen 
and Van Buren Township Sup. 
Patricia Cullin at the suggestion of 


Faust and Owen — are: Jay Hart- 
ford, Dorothy Schroeder, Marshall 
Weid, Elton Gollwitzer and Barbara 
Rogalle Miller, all of Belleville; Bob 
Ryden and Robin Harrower, both of 
Ypsilanti, and Joy Cox of Wayne. 

“The task force laid important 
groundwork at its first meeting 
which will serve as the basis for 
future decision-making,’’ said David 
Callanan, a special assistant to 
Faust, who the senator appointed to 
serve as a liaison between local 
citizens and legislators. 

“Judging from its first meeting, it 
looks like the task force will play a 
vital role in seeing that government 
assistance is obtained without 
delay,” he said. 


Callanan said one goal of the task 
force, which will meet regularly, 
will be to translate findings of the U 
of M study into recommendations 
for legislation and government 
action. 

“The central problem, which we 
on the state level can provide 
valuable assistance in solving, is 
determining where the respon- 
sibility for pollution clean-up lies 
and how it can be cleaned up the 
fastest,” Faust said. 

“I am looking to Dave's work with 
the task force to provide the fine 
tuning and direction needed in order 
for us to tailor any legislation to 
address specific problems and to 
obtain direct assistance from 
executive departments,” he added.

New Horizons is headquartered at 
117 Turk St Pontiac The agency 
serves about 450 mentally and 
physically impaired individuals 
each year, training them in job skills 
that utilize their abilities

The returnable bottle law' may be 
causing controversy among 
Michigan consumers, but it has 
brought many new jobs for people 
like the mentally and physically 
impaired trainees at the Far- 
mington branch of New- Horizons of 
Oakland County Inc. 

It also has provided an op- 
portunity for private industry to 
work closely with human service 
agencies toward a mutual goal, with 
remarkably successful results. 


New Horizons client have been 
trained in bottle sorting and in- 
spection and placed at the 7-Up 
plant, earning more than minimum 
wage plus full fringe benefits. 

Those employed include Douglas 
Kamar, Steve *Blossingham, Kevin 
Robarge and Terry Smith of Wayne. 

The sorters staff two shifts, one 
from 4 p.m. to 12 midnight and the 
second from 12 midnight to 8:30 a.m. 
In addition to sorting several dif- 
ferent kinds of bottles, they watch 
for damaged bottles and stack cases 
of returnables for storage at the 
plant. 

A third shift may be implemented 
early in the spring and 7-Up hopes 
eventually to promote some of the 
sorters to other jobs, possibly in- 
cluding supervisory positions. 

The simulated on-the-job program 
used in Farmington taught clients to 
quickly distinguish the different 
kinds of bottles, check for cracks 
and chips, and place each bottle in 
the proper container. 

The program was sponsored by 
the Bureau of Rehabilitation, with 


Counselor Dan Dankoff from the 
Bureau of Rehabilitation considers 
the program ‘‘workable and 
cooperative” and feels that 
everything has “worked out 
beautifully so far". 


Since September, the 7-Up— 
Canada Dry Bottling Company of 
Detroit has been working in con- 
junction with New Horizons and the 
Bureau of Rehabilitation in Livonia 
to employ handicapped individuals 
as sorters of returned bottles at 7- 
Up’s Detroit plant. 

A Torch Drive agency, New 
Horizons offers vocational training 
and job placement for handicapped 
young adults.

straight in the eye and says, "I’m 
going to be honest with you, 
George,’’ I shudder I know I’m 
going to be told something I don’t 
want to hear. 

Save me from such honest people ! 

I also want to be saved from DIS- 
honestpeople like the auto mechanic 
who says he put in a new fuel pump 
— and charges you for it — when he 
has put in a rebuilt one. 

Do I seem to be saying that some 
dishonesty is excusable and some 
isn’t? That’s what I’m saying. 

I realize the danger of saying that. 
If people get the idea that it’s OK to 
lie sometimes, they may start to lie 
whenever it suits their purpose. 
Little lites often are like being a 
little pregnant. What starts small 
almost always grows into something 
bigger 

In lying and truth-telling were 
always a matter of black and white, 
there would be no problem. But they 


aren’t 

I wonder whether more harm than 
we realize isn’t done in the world by 
some truth-tellers — people, for 
example, who engage in gossip 
(which we all do). Frequently, the 
gossip we pass along is true, but it 
often can do more injury than lying. 

The good gray New York Times, 
which would “rather die than lie’’ 
any day, has been hot on the trail of 
the “truth’’ behind the death of 
Nelson Rockefeller. 

And it isno credit to us that we are 
avidly devouring it all. 

Maybe the Times editors should 
clip that verse from a hymn in the 
Christian Science hymnal which 
says; “Each will his brother’s 
failings hide’’ (especially when the 
man is dead), and paste it on the 
bathroom mirror so they can read it 
each morning when they shave.

Van Buren 's 'Brush ' with justice

“It is a heinous thing they have done” said 
Circuirt Court Judge Charles Kaufman. “They 
are worse than common criminals.” 

Those remarks set the stage for the con- 
frontation between seven elected officials and 
the long-arm of the law. 

This latest seene in the continuing saga of what 
has now become, principle versus technical law, 
was acted out last week at circuit court and the 
Wayne County jail. 

Trudging slowly toward the jailhouse under 
the ever watchfull eye of several pistol toting 
sheriffs, the entire, handcuffed, government of 
Van Buren Township, was being locked up for 
contempt of Kaufman’s court. They had refused 
to act as Kaufman’s tool for securing the rights 
of two developers whose project could have 
compromised the rights of thousands of Van 
Buren’s residents. 

Several years ago, the two developers proposed 
to the Van Buren Township Planning Com- 
mission, a mobile home park for the community 
that would be located across the street from 
Ypsilanti’s overloaded sewer system. The 
system which has been suspected of contributing 
largely to the polution of Belleville Lake. 

Several hundred yards away was located 
access to Van Buren sewers which could have 
handled the park’s waste water with little 
problem. 

It was only natural that the developers 


preferred to hook up to the Ypsilanti system, 
which was closer, and therefore a less expensive 
proposition. 

While the developers applied to the planning 
commission for approval, they never presented 
themselves at the meeting when their project 
was to be discussed. As was its normal policy, 
the commission denied the request because the 
petitioners were not present. 

The developers, rather than re-petition for a 
hearing before the planners or the township 
board, decided to take the matter directly to 
court without bothering with normal procedures. 

At circuit court, the township attorney, who 
has since been fired, handled the case very badly 
and never explained to Judge Kaufman that the 
developers had not followed procedure and had 
never been denied approval for the project. 

Kaufman ruled in favor of the developers. 

When the township board, with its new at- 
torney, tried to explain the actual situation. 
Kaufman refused to hear their testimony 
because the case had already been decided 

Van Buren’s officials, feeling that their case 
was strong, refused to comply with Kaufman’s 
order to grant the developers permits. Their 
hope was that in future discussion, the facts 
surrounding the case would eventually be 
allowed into the court record. 

When push came to shove last Dec. and the 
officials still had not complied with Kaufman’s 


order, the judge found all seven guilty of con- 
tempt of court and they were thrown into jail. 

Released on appeal, the officals were ordered 
to sit as a board and approve the mobile home 
project and its connection into the Ypsilanti 
sewer system. 

They again refused. 

They are again in jail 

But this time, the good judge went one step 
further. 

He ordered that the seven officials would 
remain in jail until they agreed to sign the 
permits for the mobile home project. In addition, 
should any of them decide to resign their seats on 
the board of trustees in order to avoid having to 
comply with the judge’s order, they would be 
jailed for a year. 

Ah yes, the wheels of justice! 

Apparently because of a legal technicality, 
Judge Kaufman is willing to ignore the 
legitimate concerns of 20,000 Van Buren 
residents, in order to protect the rights of two 
developers who want to save money. And at the 
same time, he threw five elected officials into 
jail (two have now buckled to Kaufman’s order) 
for an extended period to accomplish what he 
feels is best for Van Buren. 

Kaufman is correct when he concluded that a 
heinous thing had been done in his court. 

Essential justice was ignored, and the wheels 
of justice lost a spoke.’ 


Health Beat 

Systemic Lupus, 

difficult to diagnose

Yesterday, a Westland resident, Dee 
Makowski, dropped into my office with a letter 
she had intended to put in the mail, but decided 
to hand deliver. We had a most interesting chat, ' 
and the product of that conversation will be this 
column. 

Mrs. Makowski is the Treasurer of the 
Michigan Lupus Foundation, West Suburban 
Chapter. 

She was diagnosed two years ago as being 
afflicted with lupas; a disease which can be 
defined in lay terms as a chronic inflammatory 
disease of the connective tissue. 

Indeed, upwards of 500,000 Americans may be 
so afflicted with this hard-to-diagnose malady. 
Virtually any tissue or body organ can be af- 
fected, the disease usually apprearing in women 
who are of child-bearing age (16 to 35 ap- 
proximately). 

According to the Michigan Lupus Foundation, 
lupus is one of a group of diseases known as 
collagen diseases. Others in the group include 
poly arteritis nodosa, scleroderma, der- 
matomyositis, and arthritis. 

This group of diseases are called auto-immune 
diseases, which means that the body’s natural 
defense system has become faulty and the in- 
dividual’s antibodies start reacting against their 
own body tissues. 

While researchers fairly well understand the 
manifestations of the disease, the cause is still 
unknown. Some believe that a virus is the 
causitive agent, while others feel the sun, certain 


medications, stress, or other factors are 
responsible for lupas. 

There are two main types of lupus; systemic 
and discoid. 

Systemic lupus involves the internal organs of 
the body, and the discoid type involves the skin. 
It is possible for a patient to have either or both 
types. 

Symptoms vary with each individual, 
depending on which part of the body is involved. 
Some of the more common symptoms are fever, 
weakness, fatigue, weight loss, joint pains, and a 
butterfly-type of rash over the bridge of the nose 
and cheeks — a rash which is usually sun sen- 
sitive. 

One of the more tragic aspects of this disease 
is the fact that it can be so easily misdiagnosed 
because of the variability of the symptoms and 
the marked similarity to other diseases. 

Chris Whitbeck, writing in the ‘Denver Post’ 
said that in some instances the individual who 
has been attacked by lupus may actually be 
diagnosed as someone who is mentally unstable. 

For instance, a patient may go to the doctor 
one year with signs of anemia, a few years later 
with renal disease, two years later with plurisy, 
six months later with a swollen joint — and each 
time the symptoms disappear entirely. 

According to Ron Carr, MD, a researcher at 
Denver s National Jewish Hospital, “After going 
through such conflicting symptoms, only to have 
them disappear, even the most normal patient 


might begin to believe that he is coming close to 
cracking up.” 

Dr. Carr also said that in cases where the 
disease attacks the central nervous system, the 
result can be schizophrenia for a month or two to 
one year, and manic-depressive syndrome or 
epilepsy the next. 

According to the Michigan Lupus Foundation, 
in early, less severe cases, analgesics, rest, and 
good nutrition may be all that is necessary to 
treat the disease. 

The Foundation also said that the prognosis is 
much better today than it was even 10 years ago. 
Increased awareness of the disease and im- 
provement in diagnostic tests make early 
diagnosis possible. Early disgnosis makes it 
possible to initiate treatment before any damage 
can be done to the organs. 

Mrs. Makowski said that membership in the 
Michigan Lupus Foundation is open to lupus 
patients, family members, and to anyone in- 
terested in learning more about the disease. 

The West Suburban Chapter of the Foundation 
meets every third Monday at 7:30 p.m. in the log 
cabin in the Garden City Park (Cherry Hill and 
Merriman). 

If we consider that diseases such as smallpox 
and polio are now virtually non-existant, then 
perhaps we can look at lupus and hope that in- 
creased support from the communities but- 
tressed with more sophisticated research will 
obviate any more columns such as this one.

Congress eyes more 'Perks'

would agree it only fair, now that Congress has 
received a handsome payraise, more money for 
office allowances, postal patron mailings, staff 
salaries, recreation and travel expenses, that 
enses, that taxpayers finally be given a break. 

Silly you. 

You see, certain Congressmen — thankfully 
notall — are going after something much bigger 
They are pushing for passage of H R. 1, a bill 
which would mandate public financing of their 
own Congressional campaigns 

If that bill becomes law, it will be tantamount 
to offering House members job insurance at 
taxpayers’ expense — a kind of giant In- 
cumbents Protection Bill. 

Stripped of its niceties, public financing 
legitimizes coercion, for it permits the federal 
government to force an individual to contribute 
to a candidate who he or she may not support 

Clearly, that is unfair. 

But public financing also suffers from two 
other fundamentalf laws. Both the explanation of 
why it is needed and how it would work are false. 
Consider why. 

At first glance, the argument for public 
financing seems as pure as newly-fallen snow. 
We are warned that we must pass it im- 
mediately, or witness the total contamination of 
our electoral process by the flood of campaign 
contributions which are coming from sinister 
and selfish special interest groups. 

Sorry, but the latest official figures of financial 
activities through Nov. 27, 1978, from the Federal 
Election Commission prove precisely the op- 
posite. 


During the 1978 Congressional campaigns, a 
total of $198 5 million was spent on all races, Of 
that total, more than $130 million, or about two- 
thirck, was donated by individual Americans, 
mostly in the form of small contributions of less 
than $100 That’s a very healthy sign. 

In contrast, all business and labor political 
action groups combined gave $32 million in 
contributions, or just 16 percent. A participation 
of 16 percent can hardly be called excessive or 
corrupting. 

On paper, public financing at least seems 
plausible. Candidates who could certify they had 
raised $1,000 in private contributions could 
receive matching public funds of up to $60,000. In 
exchange for accepting taxpayers’ money, each 
candidate would have to agree on a spending 
limit of $195,000. And no candidate could spend 
more than $25,000 of personal funds 

But, in reality, this so-called reform could 
quickly degenerate into a political nightmare. 
How ? Let us cou nt j ust a f ew of the ways. 

First, because of several perfectly legal 
loopholes, public financing would undoubtedly 
lead to more, not less spending on political 
campaigns. 

For example, any time one candidate in a 
district wants to spend more than $25,000 of 
personal funds, which is his or her Constitutional 
right, or raise more than $75,000 from any legal 
source, then the spending ceiling for all other 
candidates accepting public funds is removed. 
The taxpayers could be stuck with unbelievable 
costs 

Second, contrary to the will of the people, 
public financing will result in more bureaucracy. 

Fifteen presidential candidates who took 


advantage of the presidential public financing 
law in the 1976 campaign generated 12 million 
pages of information for the Federal Election 
Commission. Cananyoneeven conceive what the 
legal and paperwork burden would be for ap- 
proximately 870 House candidates and 200 
Senate candidates? 

Third, public financing would, in theory, make 
it easier for challengers to compete. But in 
reality, the law would permanently lock in the 
tremendous advantage already enjoyed by in- 
cumbents. In 1978, 95 percent of all House in- 
cumbents runniing were re-elected. 

That was noaccident. Even before a campaign 
begins, an incumbent is busy increasing his 
name recognition through such tax-supported 
“nonpolitical” activities as mass mailings, press 
releases, press conferences and newsletters, all 
of which are worth about $1 million over the 
course of a two-year term. 

Starting out this far ahead, an incumbent has 
everything to gain by locking an unknown 
challenger into a spending limitation when the 
campaign begins. 

I do not believe Americans are ready to 
relinquish control of their elections to a federal 
bureaucracy, the Federal Election Commission. 
If that is not true, then why have only 27 percent 
of ail federal taxpayers agreed to support 
political campaigns for the presidency through 
the income tax checkoff system? 

People intuitively understand that ultimate 
control of the political process must remain in 
their own hands at the local level. We can be 
thankful the wise words of Thomas Jefferson 
have not gone unheeded: 

“That government is the strongest of which 
every man feels himself a part.”

The impact of 
Headiee undetermined

When voters narrowly approved the 
Headiee tax limitation amendment last 
fall, they broadly curbed state and local 
government blank check spending for the 
first time in Michigan’s history. 

The Headiee became a part of the State 
Constitution on December 22, and since 
then the legislature has begun grappling 
with the difficult task of implementing the 
complex amendment. Governor Milliken 
appointed a task force of government, 
business and professional people to study 
the Headiee and come up with recom- 
mendations on how best to implement it. 

But after full discussion and exchange, 
there was considerable difference of 
opinion. What did become clear, however, 
is that certain issues are more important 
than others. 

Two of those issues are “state mandated 
costs” a nd t he “mi llage rollback . ” A nd the 
legislature’s attempt to comprehend and 
interpret those issues promises to provoke 
an arduous debate. 

Eventually, implementation legislation 
may be challenged in the courts. So for 
now, there are no definitive answers, and 
we are just beginning to examine the 
questions. 

The Headiee Amendment puts a lid on 
state spending by limiting it to a fixed ratio 
of the amount the state spends in the 1978- 
79 fiscal year and the toal personal income 
Michigan residents earned in the 1977 
calendar year. This figure is calculated by 
dividing the 1978-79 tax revenues by the 
1977 personal income of the state. 

Personal income in the state totalled 
$69.6 billion in 1977, and the state’s 
revenues for the present year have not yet 


been calculated. But the percentage is 
estimated to work out to anywhere from 
9.65 percent to 9 844 percent, depending on 
at least three variables 

Tax revenues obviously depend on what 
the economy does in the remainder of the 
fiscal year, and the state’s economic ex- 
perts in the Department of Management 
and Budget are forecasting a downturn. 
Tax revenues this year will also depend on 
how the Supreme Court rules on the 
transportation package— remember there 
are petitions calling for the rollback of the 
state’s new gas and weight taxes. And 
finally, the revenues would change if there 
is any additional tax increase. 

The Taxation Committee is presently 
considering a bill that would cut property 
taxes and increase the personal income 
tax to 5.5 percent. This could increase the 
base year for the purposes of the Headiee 
calculation. 

The legislature has little to do with the 
direction of the economy or the Supreme 
Court ruling on the transportation 
package, it can, however, decide to raise 
the Headiee limit by approving the above 
proposal, or adhere to the intent of the 
voters when they approved Headiee and 
keep base year revenues dowa 

But those questions aside, the entire 
issue of “state mandated costs” will be the 
most controversial and difficult im- 
plementation aspect of the Headiee 
Amendment. 

The “state mandated costs” refers to 
that section of the Headiee Amendment 
which requires the state in the future to 


pay local units of government for all 
mandated increases in activities or ser- 
vices This means that if in the future the 
legislative w ere todecidethat a particular 
subject area must be taught in public 
schools, the state would have to pay the 
“necessary costs.” So in the next few 
months, the legislative will be forced to 
address what constitutes a mandate, as 
well as how to calculate the “necessary 
costs.” •: 

The second major area requiring im- 
plementation legislation is the “millage 
rollback.” The Headiee Amendment 
requires all taxing units to roll back their 
millage rates if the value of existing 
property (this excludes new property and 
improvements) increases faster than the 
rate of inflation. But the question is 
whether the authorized rate or the levied 
rate is subject to the rollback. For 
example, say a city charter authorized 20 
mills and a city council votes to levy 12 
mills. Would the rollback the applicable to 
the 20 mill authorized rate or the 12 mill 
levied rate? Clearly, if the authorized rate.: 
is used in this example and the rollback if 
from 20 to 19 mills, i t would have no effect . 
on an individual's property tax bill. 
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Implementation of the Headiee' 
Amendment will be difficult and time 
consuming, and, ultimately, the decision 
on what the Headiee really means may be 
made by the courts. In the next few months 
the legislature will be meeting the 
challenge of the Headiee Amendment 
head-on as we begin to determine just . 
what effect limiting state spending has on ; 
our government and our programs. 
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Tornado 
season 
is here 

The tornado season began with the first day of 
March, and for residents of Michigan the threat of a 
“twister*' will last until early fall. 

The Midwest, South and Southwest United States 
are the areas most severly affected, and the Red 
Cross recommends that you observe the warnings 
issued by the National Weather Service and note the 
precautionary measures outlined below: 

TORNADO WATCH — A tornado may be ex- 
pected to develop 

TORNADO WARNING — A tornado has been 
sighted, and persons near the danger area should 
take cover immediately. Those at a greater 
distance should be prepared to take cover if 
threatening conditions occur 
If you should yourself be in or near a tornado: 

(1) IMMEDIATELY seek shelter in a storm 
cellar, underground excavation or steel framed or 
reinforced concrete building. Stay away from 
windows 

(2) At the OFFICE proceed to an interior hallway 
on the lowest floor, or to a designated shelter area. 

In a FACTORY workers should move to the section 
of the plant offering the most protection in ac- 
cordance with advance plans. 

(3) At HOME the basement offers the greatest 
safety. Persons in homes without basements should 
seek cover in the lowest and most centralized part 
of the house in a small space like a bathroom or 
closet, or under sturdy furniture. If there is time, 
open a few windows on the side opposite that of the 
expected twister. 

(4) When warned of an approaching tornado, 
MOBILE HOME residents should be ready to take 
shelter in the nearest building. Some mobile home 
park operators provide storm shelters for their 
residents. 

(5) In SCHOOLS students and personnel should go 
to an interior hallway on the lowest floor. Avoid 
auditoriums, gymnasiums or other structures wit*, 
wide free-span roofs. If a building is not reinforced 
construction, go quickly to a nearby reinforced 
building or to a ravine or open ditch and lie flat. 

(6) In OPEN COUNTRY where there is not time 
to find suitable shelter, persons should lie face down 
in the nearest depression, using their arms to shield 
their heads. Don’t take shelter in an automobile.

Sprouts 

battle 

cancer 


Extracts of wheat 
sprouts, mung beans, 
and lentils display a 
powerful action against 
chemical mutagens in 
bacterial tests and are 
being examined for 
cancer-preventing 
ability in mice, it was 
reported at a southwest 
regional meeting of the 
American Chemical 
Society. 

If animal studies bear 
out results obtained so 
far on bacteria, "it 


would lend support to 
the dietary goals 
recommended by the 
McGovern sub- 
committee, that is less 
meat, fat, and more 
vegetables, fruits, and 
whole grains in the 
American diet,” 
reported Dr Chiu -Nan 
Lai of the University of 
Texas System Cancer 
Center, Houston. 
Coauthors of the report 
are Drs. Betty J 
Dabney and Oiarles R. 


Shaw 

Chlorophyll is the 
major active con- 
stituent of wheat ex- 
tract. In green plants 
chlorophyll is respon- 
sible for converting 
sunlight into chemical 
energy By itself, 
chlorophyll is a potent 
inhibitor of the chemical 
mutagens, requiring 
only small amounts to 
produce an effect, said 
Dr. Lai. 

Application of extract 


to potent chemical 
mutagens, such as 2- 
acetylaminofluorene, 
diminished activity in 
the Ames test for 
mutagens by up to 99 
percent. The popular 
Ames test measures the 
ability of chemicals to 
mutate bacterial cells — 
an indication of possible 
carcinogenicity, the 
authors say in a sum- 
mary of their report. 

“These results are of 
interest for two 


reasons: The inhibition 
of activation of car- 
cinogens is quite strong 
at a reasonably low 
level of extract, and the 
wheat sprout extract is 
nontoxic even at high 
levels, while most 
inhibitors are toxic at 
medium to high levels,” 
the report stated. 

The usefulness of the 
extract is limited, 
however, to those 
chemicals which 
require activation by 


body enzymes before 
they can exert a 
mutagenic effect. 

“No inhibition was 
observed in conjunction 
with carcinogens not 
requiring metabolic 
activation,” they 
pointed out. 

To extend these ob- 
servations to living 
animals, the authors are 
examining the effect of 
extract on mice treated 
with a chemical known 
to produce colon cancer . 
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A demonstration of 
Lapidary (rock 
polishing) will be 
presented at the nature 
center of Oakwoods 
Metropark near Flat 
Rock on Sunday. 

For the third con- 
secutive year, members 
of the Great Lakes Rock 
Club will have equip- 
ment on hand to 
demonstrate various 


techniques for forming 
and polishing stones into 
pieces of jewelry.

Joe Justin owns the highest award 
offered a wrestler by the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association. 

The 17-year-old Belleville High 
senior became the first wrestler in 
that school’s history to win a Class A 
state title. 

And the 119-pound grappler also 
accomplished the feat with an un- 
tarnished record. He won all four of 
his matches at the state tournament 
to complete his prep career with a 
perfect 37-0 record.

Curia, the Pope allegedly revealed 
exerpts to world leaders a t the time. 

And in 1963, portions were 
published in a German newspaper, 
the exerpts revealing strife and 
disorder for the second half of the 
century.

What’s 
important is to add wholesome 
ingredients to the packaged mixes to 
make them even better — a mar- 
velous unbaked custard can be made 
with the addition of milk to egg 
custard mix.

CHOPS-A-LOTand BEANS 

2 pounds dried navy beans 
2 qts. water 

1 'onion, chopped 

2 cans tomato soup 
Vz cup brown sugar 
2 tbsp. molasses 

1 tsp. dry mustard 
1 tsp. salt 

1 tbsp. powdered ginger 
Pepper to taste 

tsp. caraway seeds 
5-6 smoked pork chops 

Soak beans overnight in a cool 
place. Cook in same water till ten- 
der, about 2 hours. Drain off and 
save two cups of liquid. Stir in all 
other ingredients and continue 
cooking for another half hour, 
stirring gently. Ladle a good inch or 
so of beans into bean pot or 
casserole, then layer on 2 or 3 chops.

The Detroit Institute of Arts has 
reached into its historic collections 
of American painting and sculpture 
to show the w r ork done between the 
start of World War I and the end of 
World War II. 

These 32 years of ferment — in 
both the political and art worlds — 
are reflected by such diverse native 
talents as Ivan Albright, Arthur 
Dove, Marsden Hartley, Elie 
Nadelman and Georgia O’Keefe, 49 
Americans all told. 

Titled “Early American Moderns 
from the Collections,” the new show 
has been selected by the Art In- 
stitute’s Modern Art Department for 
a five months’ display, through July 
22, in the North Wing. The period 
1913-1945 and the museum’s holdings 
•from this era have just recently been 
assigned to the department for 
keeping and study. 

“This show will illustrate the 
achievements of American artists 
from the Armory Sh<*v of 1913 
through 1945, a period of response 
and rejection of modern develop- 
ments in Europe,” according to 
curator Jay Belloli. 

Although American artists at the 
beginning of the century were aware 
of the work of Cezanne, the Fauves, 
and the Cubists, only a few such as 
Samuel Halpert, John Marin, and 
Arthur Dove experimented with 
modernism during the first decade 
of the century. 

“The Armory Show of 1913 gave 
American artists and the public its 
first extensive contact with 


modernism,” Belloli explained,” 
and provided the impetus for 
American artists to adopt abstract 
and Cubist styles. 

“Abstraction was one of the 
leading art movements in America 
until 1920 when artists in thjs 
country returned to realism. 

“During the 1920s two major 
realist movements, Precisionism 
and American Scene painting, 
developed While the Precisionists 
applied the Cubists’ simplification of 
forms to scenes of American in- 
dustry and architecture, American 
Scene painters, such as Charles 
Burchfield, Phillip Evergood and 
Reginald Marsh, revolted com- 
pletely against European moderism 
and tried^capture the purity of life 
in America’s, farmlands and cities 
by using academic illusionism in 
their works.” 

“A third groupof American Scene 
painters led by BenShahn used this 
style of realism to register protests 
against the injustices of the times,” 
Belloli saidl “Although this social 
realism was the most prominent art 
movement of the 1930s, some 
American artists again turned to the 
contemporary European styles. 

“In addition to continuing their 
work with Cubism, they also in- 
vestigated Post-World War I 
developments in Suit ealis ism and 
Constructivism. Abstract Ex- 
pressionism of the 1940s and 1940s 
had its roots in this decade in the 
work of such artists as Milton Avery 
and Ashile Gorky.”

cert? This seeming phenomenon 
started in 1970 when non-conformist 
Fox had the temerity to add a light 
show to his all-Bach concert and 
present it in the hot-bed of rock 
music, New York’s Fillmore East.

’Warp and Weft’ 
opens at museum 


You don’t have to be a 
dyed-in-the-wool 
spinner or weaver to 
enjoy the “Warp and 
Weft” exhibit at Henry 
Ford Museum in 
Dearborn now through 
March 18 

Visitors can try their 
hands at some simple 
cloth-making steps and 
observe experts 
demonstrate some of 
the more complicated 
techniques. 

‘‘Warp and Weft” 
examines the old- 
fashiohed processing of 
wool and flax from fiber 
to fabric. It takes its 
name from the fabric 
threads — warp 
( threads lengthwise i n a 
piece of cloth) and weft 
(threads interlaced 
through the warp). 

Visitors can use a 


drop-spindle, an early 
spinning device, to 
make thread, and can 
weave cloth on a simple 
hand loom. Also, there 
are opportunities for 
visitors to handle 
finished fabrics to 
familiarize themselves 
with the textures. 

The exhibit traces 
wool fiber through 
shearing, washing, 
carding, spinning and 
weaving processes. 
Visitors watch ex- 
perienced spinners on 
18th and 19th century 
spinning wheels and see 
how wool was dyed a 
century or more ago 
using natural dyes 
made from flowers, 
weeds, roots, barks and 
nuthulls. 

Comparable steps in 
the transformation of 
flax into linen also are 


highlighted Diagrams, 
illustrations and 
demonstrations folhxv 
flax from harvesting 
through rotting the 
inner core, combing to 
remove seeds, beating 
the fibers, knocking out 
the core, combing a 
second time, and finally 
winding the flax onto a 
staff of a spinning 
wheel In the weaving 
area of the exhibit, 
visitors see how a loom 
is prepared so that 
threads become pat- 
terned cloth. 

There is no charge for 
“Warp and Weft” 
beyond regular Museum 
admission. Children 
under 6 are admitted 
free.

Credit cards: Your rights and responsibilities

Many consumers now have a 
plastic money card in their wallets 
which allows them to make bank 
deposits or withdrawals at almost 
any hour. If you have one of these 
cards, here are some tips you need 
to know- about your rights and 
responsibilities. 

Don’t write the secret iden- 
tification number on the card or 
carry it near the card in a wallet or 
purse. This number must remain 
secret to keep both savings and 
checking accounts secure. The 
combination of the cardand number 
may be all someone would need to 
wipe out all your accounts. 

Try to memorize the number, but 
if you must write it down, keep the 
number in a place separate from the 
card. And don’t give the number to 
another person, no matter how good 
a friend. You may be held liable for 
any transactions made by another 
person who has both the card and the 
secret number. 

A new state law offers protection 
from some of the disadvantages of 
thessystem which transfers money 
from one account to another in- 


stantly with a simple electronic 
impulse 

The 24-hour tellers are the most 
familiar examples of this new 
technology' But the future may see 
these terminals in many other 
places too. For example, one day 
you may pay for groceries by simply 
transferring the money elec- 
tronically from your own account to 
the store’s. While no cash or checks 
actually change hands, the goods 
have been paid for instantaneously 
by computer 

Because all transactions are 
handled by computer, there is a 
detailed financial record available 
on everyone who uses this system. 
To protect your privacy and make 
sure this information doesn’t get into 
the wrong hands, the new law 
requires your specific permission 
before any information on your 
account can be released unless it 
were required by law or a court 
order. 

To help you keep track of your 
personal finances, the law requires 
the financial institution to issue 
periodic statements, along with a 
receipt for each transaction made 
with the electronic teller. It also

Can you 
survive? 

(This is the second in a series of 12 articles, 
entitled Can You Survive, containing survival 
tips from the U.S. Air Force Survival School at 
Fairchild Air Force Base, Wash.) 

It is 0 degrees Fahrenheit with an ac- 
companying 15 MPH wind. This results in a wind 
chill factor of -30 degrees F. You are some 45 
minutes from the warmth of your camper and 
have been hiking in these elements for more than 
two hours. You have experienced numbness on 
the exposed parts of your hands and face. 
WOULD YOU . . 

A. Stop and build a temporary shelter. 

B. Do nothing except continue on to the 
camper. 

C. Pick up the pace and reach the camper as 
soon as possible. 

D. Protect the exposed skin areas and rewarm 
as needed. Continue on to the camper. 

TCf SURVIVE 

(D) would be the most appropriate. Provided 
you are adequately clothed at the beginning of 
your hike, simple application of a warmed hand 
to cold ears or cheeks, and-or placement of cold 
hands in the armpit or groin areas should 
preclude any severe frostbite from occuring. 

(A) would be a suitable alternative, if con- 
ditions worsened. Theadditonal factor of snow or 
rain would almost necessitate stopping, but not 
under the current conditions described. 

(C) would be acceptable, if (D) were in- 
corporated, and the increased pace did not result 
in perspiration that could reduce the insulative 
qualities of your clothing. 

(B) is the least acceptable alternative. To do 
nothing could result in severe frostbite. 
Whenever you are out in the temperatures like 
those described with an accompanying wind, the 
chances are great for exposed flesh to freeze. 
The conditions described may cause exposed 
flesh to freeze within one minute. (A service of 
your local Air Force recruiter.)
